THE KODAK TRUST 


Buffalo, N. Y., June 9.—/Dissolution 


of the so-called Eastman Kodak trust 
was asked in a civil anti-trust suit

If It has been your good fortune to 


enter a foreign port when an Ameri- 
can man of wa-r wna anchoring there 
dressed for some holiday In nil its 
regylln of Hags, jmnnenls and •hunting 
each having Its app.ropr.late moaning, 
you have seen flying among them the 
stars and stripes—the most consplcr 
uous and beautiful of thein all. What- 
ever your national pride may bo on 
such an occasion, you jirobnblly do 
not no where, by whom, and under 
what circumstances these 
emblems 


of natiunuHty are made, 
and

back In your native land there is a 
body of faithful 
und skilful women

The manufacture of flags le per- 


haps tho most picturesque work done 
for the navy by women. Flagmaking

Next. Saturday, June, H, the, people 


if the various states of our Union will 
celebrate FliiK day, the youngest uf 
our national holidays. Since 1897, wlien 
the Governor of New York officially 
nek now-lodged the day by ordering (be 
national colors lo fly over all the pub- 
lic buildings of that state, there, liuii 
lieen soniof ormul recognition of tlis- 
flag's birthday each year.

purpose. The story of Betsey 
ROSH 


and her intimate connection with the 
making of the drat flag Is u familiar 
mutter to most Americans. 


II. was Just at the close of the revo- 


lutionary war that the wise leaders of 
the. nation felt the need of a bannnr 
that would proclaim America as an in- 
dependent power 
on 
land 
nnd sea. 


There had been many flags to repre- 
sent tlie colonies In the different stagen 
of their growth, but the need of a new 
emblesm for the entire thirteen was 
felt by all. 


Accordingly, Washington, Franklin, 


Morris and Col. Ross, an uncle of Bet- 
sey, were decided upon as a committee 
lo design a new flag. They had their 
own ideas about the colors and they 
wished the number thirteen lo figure 
in it, fltoo the blue field with Us while 
stars, 
John Adams wanted the stars 


arranged like n harp, but the com- 
mittee decided that the circle looked 
belter. 
When they were ready to 


execute their proposed 
design 
they 


called on Mrs, Ross, a young widow 
engaged In the upholstery business on 
Arch.-street, Philadelphia- 


Washington showed the flag with :i 


six-pointed star, but Betsey 
with a 


single clip of her scissors cut n five- 
pointed one. This so delighted the men 
that they left the making of the 'flag 
to her skill. The- result proved satis- 
factory lo thqse in charge, although 
Congress was slow 
in adopting 
it. 


While Betsey Ross had little to do with 
the actual designing of the flag, still 
her work met with such approval thnt 
for ten years she made all the official 
flogs. 
Moreover, her little house at 


239 Arch street Is still kept as a me- 
morial. 


• Shortly after Its adoption the flai; 
was hoisted on the naval vessels of th; 
United Slates, and the Hanger, under 
the command of Capt. .laul .Tones, wiu 
the first whip displaying the new em- 
blem to receive a- salute from a for- 
eign vessel; It was In December, 1777, 
as she arrived at a French port. At 
first many nations, particularly Eng- 
land, made light of the new flag. Th"

stripes came to be treated with due 
respect.

As the years went on and new slat"- 


had to be added to the blue field many 
questions arose as to r.
